1. Call to Order 


The meeting was called to order at 1:40 p.m. 


2. Approval of agenda 


81-13-1 It was moved and seconded (Proppe/Chaikelson) :to approve the agenda as 
circulated. Vote: Carried 


3. Chairman's Remarks 


The Chairman had no remarks except to say that, as requested by some 
Councillors last spring, he would give at least a month's notice of 
elections to be held. He reported that at the next Council meetong there 
would be elections for the Faculty Appeals Committee to fill two faculty 
positions, and for one position on the Graduate Awards Committee. He 

added that Steering Committee would bring nominations to the Council meet- 
ing and encouraged Councillors to submit nominations to the Steering com- 
mittee or to present nominations from the floor. 


Dean Cohen concluded his remarks by saying that there would also be an 
election to appoint members to the various evaluation committees for 
undergraduate programmes. 


4. Questions and Anouncements 


a) Prof. Baldwin reported that the Study Group on Academic Advising, set 
up by Council in July, had commenced meeting but it was not possible 
to constitute the committee until the end of July. Consequently, she 
she did not think it possible for the committee to meet the deadline 
of October set by Council, but a report would be submitted as soon as 
possible. Prof. Baldwin invited Councillors and Departments to submit 
written suggestions to the committee concerning how the academic advis- 
ing system could be implemented. 


b) The Chairman drew attention to the Appraisals Schedule -undergraduate 
programmes (ASFC 81-13-D6) which had been circulated as an information 
item. He asked to have a correction made in the document - Division II 
Geology should be Geography.

c) Dean Cohen reported that over the summer NSERC Equipment Grants 
were announced and that the Chemistry Department (Prof. Serpone) 
was awarded $185,000.00, the Biology Department (Prof. Kapoor) re- 
reived $102,000.00, and in Mathematics Prof. Hall was awarded a 
grant. 


d) Prof McEvenue reported that Lonergan College has three new fellows 
this year, Profs. Ketterer (English), Hogben (Chemistry), and Klein 
(Sociology and Anthropology). 


Ques tions 


a) Mr. Murray, referring to the problems of registration, asked if 
the Deans responsible could inform Council on the number of 
students from Engineering and Commerce who were admitted to Arts 
and Science as a second choice, without academic advising; how many 
students admitted to Arts and Science last year under similar cir- 
cumstances were admitted to second year this:year-tozthe Faculty of 
their choice after having spent a year in Arts and Science. 


b) Mr. Murray asked why many academic advising appointments had been 
cancelled. He went on to ask if the document on admission policies 
for International students and for.Canadian students could be brought 
to Council's attention. ; 


d) Prof. Thornton expressed her: support for some kind of atten- 
tion to registration procedures, saying that her Department had 
experienced a variety of new problems this year. 


The Registrar's representative, Mr. Martin, was asked to convey to 
the Registrar the sense of the discussion which had taken place in 
Council, and to report at the next meeting on the experience of the 
past registration and course change period as far as Arts and Science 

was concerned, and of the plans for the future. Mr. Martin replied 
that he would bring the matter to the attention of Mr. Smart who is 
responsible for registration, 


5. Elections

A ballot containing the names of all the elected faculty members of 
Council was distributed. Dean Cohen asked to have the name of Prof. 
Kirpalani removed from the list under Division IV saving that he 
was not the representative for S.C.P.A. He then asked members who 
had not served a one-year term on a Council to identify themselves 
so that their names could be removed.

Proposal for the Introduction of the Co-operative Format for the 
Undergraduate Degree Programmes in Applied Mathematics and Statis- 
Pies. (and Actuarial Mathematics) ASFC 81-13-DT) 

In presenting the document to Council, Provost Singer asked to have 


his motion amended, not only to include Prof. Whitelaw's suggention, 
but also with reference to the programmes to be included. ; 


It was moved and seconded(Singer/Trudel) that the Arts and Science 
Faculty Council approve for implementation in September 1981 the 
introduction of the Co-operative format for the Specialization in 
Applied Mathematics and Statistics, and for the Specialization in 
Actuarial Mathematics, and so recommend to, or inform Senate, as 
appropriate. 


Prof. Proppe explained the the addition of the programme in Actuarial 
Mathematics to the motion by saying that at the time his Department 
considered the Co-operative format far Applied Mathematics and Statis- 
tics, the Actuarial Mathematics programme was not in existance, and 
that technically, the Department had not discussed the Co-operative 
programme in Actuarial Mathematics, but that it was on the agenda 

for Monday's Departmental meeting. He gave assurance that it would 

be approved so had asked to have it included in the recommendation 

to Senate. 


The question was called on the motion and was Carried 


Guidelines Concerning Undergraduate Programmes of Concentration 
(ASFC 81-13-D5) 


Dean Cohen suggested that a 45-minute limit be put on the discussion 
at this meeting, that no conclusion be reached necessarily at to-day's 
meeting, but that the discussion sensitize those present as to the 
issues so that further discussion can take place before the next meet- 
when the matter will be raised again and a resolution passed. 


In the debate which followed strong opposition to Racommendation 1, 
which would limit a student to one major within a degree programme, was 
evident. 


It was pointed out that the wording of Preamble 5 runs contrary to 
Principle 4 of the Task Force Report on Curriculum. 

Ms. Campbe11 voiced her concern with Recommendation 1 saying that 
students in the Major in Library Studies who want to persue a grad- 
uate degree in the subject must take a major in another field as an 
absolute requirement for admission. 


Dean Cohen thanked Prof. Whitelaw for attending the meeting.
